Possibly she might have become his 
wife bad not < lipid stepped in and 
brought about a passion between her 
;iml .a young man of twenty three, Ar­ 
ma nd Lu Fevre. 
The evil may lie dormant iii a man 
for years, then under a strain break 
out In till his virulence. 
Dnmourier 
trave no sign of the rankling within 
him. 
lie had not proposed to lo u ise , 
though he was alsmt to do so. 
H e bad 
not intimated to lier father that In* 
was a suitor for his daughter’s hand. 
Du the appearance of I .a F evre be 
stepped back. and when lionise an­ 
nounced lier engagem ent to her young­ 
er lover he offered his im pressive con­ 
gratulations. 
Blit he resolved that she 
should be Ills wife. 
France w as then entering upon the 
th rims of revolution. 
Dubois and Da 
moulder las am e advocates of reform, 
though they deprecated the reign of 
terror. 
Robespierre got the upper hand as 
leader <*f tile Radical* and by bis order 
the guillotine was working full time 
in the (Mace de la Revolution. 
The 
nobles were hunted down, put through 
the mockery of a trial before som e 
citizen butcher or baker cr sew er clean 
cr ami bustled off to execution. 
Soon 
it )s*caiiic only necessary to send a 
person to death to inform on him as 
an enemy to France. 
The names of 
tin* accused aud the informer were en 
tared Iii a book for the pun lose kept 
by an official of the revolution. 
One morning La Fevre was w ith bis 
ha lo ve. 
Shocked at the terrible m as­ 
sacre that w as dally perpetrated, l o u ­ 
ise. in an agony of fear, w as trem ­ 
bling in her lover’s anus. 
T he tramp 
of men 
whh heard 
without aud an 
officer appeared at the head o f a tile of 
soldiers. 
“Are you Citizen La FevreV asked 
tile officer. 
“ I am .” 
“Citizen En Fevre, you are accused 
of being an enem y of France. 
Come.” 
Louise citing to lier lover, aud the 
guard w as obliged to tear bim aw ay 
fnmi lier. 
W ith a shriek she fell back 
in a swoon. 
M. 
Dubois exerted himself at the 
risk of his ow n life to save lat l evre. 
Damourier went to Louise aud assured 
lie*’ that lie would leave no stone un­ 
turned to restore her lover to her. But

And w lieu encouraged by lier 
gratitude he offered lf she would he Ids 
wife to do what he could to eradicate 
the s< ar '•lie Intl) received she said that 
to one hut an ingrate could refuse.

Damourier asked 
Louise to 
na me a day for their marriage she
